A right  economic  outcome  after 
the  war  requires  on  our  part  no  ex- 
ceptional unselfishness,  but  will  re- 
quire constructive  imagination.  It 
Is  obvious  that  we  have  no  motive 
of  self-interest  prompting  us  to  eco- 
nomic exploitation  either  of  Ger- 
many or  the  rest  of  Europe.

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LEARNING  THE  LESSON  AGAIN 


What  overwhelming  odds  mean  has  been  dem- 
onstrated again,  this  Lime  in,  the  battle  for  Crete. 
The  Immense  superiority  of  the  Nazi  Air  Force 
employed,  with  Its  pitiless,  ruthless  and  sustained 
bombing,  has  steadily  impaired  the  resistance  of 
the  Imperial  and  Greek  troops  defending  the 
Island.  Cities  of  Crete  have  been  leveled  to 
the  ground.  The  Island  Is  a picture  of  ruin, 
strewn  with  the  debris  of  once^  populated  cen- 
tres, littered  with  dead  and  with  the  wrecks 
of  airplanes  shot  out  of  the  sky.  The  enemy  has 
employed  his  customary  methods  of  bringing 
overwhelming  strength  to  bear,  and  this  time  It 
was  his  ability  to  employ  the  power  of  his  Air 
Force  from  nearby  bases  which  has  made  the 
position  of  the  defenders  of  Crete  one  of  extreme 
peril.  While  the  Imperial  Force  and  the  Oreeks 
have  inflicted  Immense  losses  on  the  Invaders 
there  can  be  no  dou.bt  on  this  occasion  that  they 
have  suffered  heavily  themselves  It  could  not 
have  been  otherwise  because  of  the  nature  of  the 
fighting,  perhaps  the  moet  concentrated  and  des- 
perate of  all  the  War  up  to  date. 

Once  again  the  old  lesson,  proclaimed  so  often, 

Is  written  In  flaming  characters  on  the  ruins  that 
were  Crete.  Wherever  the  Germans  choose  thetr 
battleground  they  have,  up  to  the  present,  never 
stinted  the  use  or  man-power  or  of  air  strength  to 
accomplish  their  task.  In  all  their  ventures  on 
land  the  initiative  has  been  their  s,  and  In  taking 
It  they  have  made  the  moat  elaborate  and  ex- 
haustive preparations  to  Insure  success  for  their 
arms.  The  lesson  is  that  the  force  they  employ 
must  be  met  by  equal  or  superior  force  In  every 
phase  of  hostilities.  The  British  Empire  knows 
by  now  that  greater  manpower  must  be  mustered, 
Immense  additions  must  be  made  to  mechanical 
strength  and  many  thousand  more  machines, 
both  fighters  and  bombers,  must  be  added  to 
the  Royal  Air  Force  to  cope  successfully  with 
German  strength.  Moreover,  such  disposition 
must,  be  made  of  the  forces  of  the  Empire  as  will 
enable  It  to  meet  attack  from  any  quarter. 

The  power  that  Germany  has  brought  U>  bear 
on  the  Invasion  of  Crete  Is  an  Instalment  in  a 
campaign  the  ultimate  objective  of  which  Ls  not 
only  the  conquest  of  the  Suez  Canal  but  an 
attempt  to  drive  the  British  out  of  Northern  and 
Eastern  Africa  and  the  Levant.  Crete  ls  an 
example  of  the  strength  of  the  enemy's  air-borne 
attacking  capabilities,  and  in  the  face  of  greatly 
superior  naval  power  There  Is  no  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  Cyprus,  any  more  than  Crete,  would  be 
able  to  withstand  Invasion  by  the  methods  em- 
ployed by  the  Nazis.  Should  the  Germans  obtain 
possession  of  these  two  Islands  they  will  have 
what  can  only  be  regarded  as  substantial  stepping 
atones  for  their  purpose  of  an  onslaught  on  Pales- 
tine as  a part  of  their  Mediterranean  campaign. 
That,  is  another  aspect  or  the  seriousness  of  tf»e 
trend  of  the  battle  for  Crete  and  the  demonstra- 
tion that  the  enemy  has  given  of  the  manner  in 
which  he  can  not  only  evade  but  Impair  sea-power  ( 
by  overwhelming  strength  In  the  air.  When  Pres- 
ident Roosevelt  of  the  United  Slates  made  the 
cardinal  principle  of  his  latest  broadcast  the 
maintenance  of  the  freedom  of  the  seas  he  should 
have  coupled  that  aspect  of  American  policy  with 
freedom  of  the  air  as  well.  Thai  latter  freedom 
can  never  be  guaranteed  while  such  Immense 
aerial  power  Is  in  the  hands  of  the  aggressor  who 
is  threatening  the  liberty  of  mankind.

•*I  have  already  had  before  me  'as  Minister  of 
National  Defence*  the  case  of  a Member  of  Par- 
liament who  did  not  happen  to  be  of  your  political  \ 
faith,  who  expressed  opinions  in  public  regarding 
administration  and  who  was  dealt  with  promptly 
and  told  that.  If  he  felt  that  his  duties  as  a Mem- 
ber  of  Parliament  prevented  him  from  observing 
his  obligations  as  an  officer,  then  there  wax  no 
alternative  but  for  him  to  choose  which  function 
he  felt  he  should  perform,  and  that  In  so  far  as  j 
there  was  conflict  the  rules  governing  the  conduct 
of  officer*  would  have  to  be  observed  while  he 
remained  an  officer.  ...  I trust  that  you  can 
adapt  yourself  to  the  *ituaUon  so  that  you  can 
carry  on  In  both  capacities,  but  I did  think  I

This  point  was  brought 
out  In  the  case  of  the  Chilean  Gov- 
ernment, first  of  the  southern  re- 
publics to  seize  tled-up  foreign  ton- 
nage.

Cruiser  Reported  Total  Loss 
At  Suda  Bay  Here  in 
July,  1938 

HMS  York,  reported  a total  loss 
at  Buda  Bay.  In  a communique 
Issued  by  the  British  Admiralty  yes- 
terday. will  be  remembered  by  the 
many  Victorians  who  visited  aboard 
the  warship  while  she  wa*  at  Esqui- 
mau in  1938  Then  the  flagship  of 
the  America  and  West  Indies 
Squadron,  the  York  was  on  a cruise 
frequently  undertaken  by  ships  of 
His  Majesty's  Navy  based  at  Ber-  j 
muda.  during  which  calls  were  made 
at  Canal,  Mexico.  California  and 
British  Columbia  ports 

The  York  arrived  at  Esquimau  on 
July  25,  1938  with  Vice-Admiral  Slf 
Sidney  Meyrlck.  C B aboard,  and 
remained  until  August  8 While  at 
the  Canadian  naval  base  the  York 
engaged  In  exercises  off  Victoria 
with  units  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Navy,  and  on  one  occasion  had  a 
number  of  prominent  guests  aboard.
